2. Inventions of group I and group II are related as mutually exclusive species in an 
intermediate-final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this 
relationship if the intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, 
and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.050)). In the instant case, the 
intermediate product is deemed to be useful as line piping or tubing for oil well or heat 
exchanging applications and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct because 
there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. A telephone call was made to Mr. Keith George on August 17, 2006 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made.
